I.— ADMINISTRATION 

The  necessity  for  economy  in  the  use  of  paper  requires  that  the  narrative- 
parts  of  this  report  be  sacrificed  to  the  statistical. 

2.  A  minor  administrative  improvement  was  made  by  the  amalgamation 
of  the  two  lowest  grades  of  dressers  and  nurses  which  had  for  effect  to 
eliminate  a  long  wait,  in  some  cases,  between  the  salary  points  of  Rs.  600  per 
annum  and  Rs.  900  per  annum. 

Seven  male  and  eight  female  hospital  students  qualified  as  dressers  and 
nurses  during  1940,  and  10  male  and  13  female  new  hospital  students  were 
enlisted  during  the  year  for  training. 

Seven  sanitary  cadets  who  qualified  in  1940  were  appointed  sanitary 
guards.

II.— PUBLIC  HEALTH 

5.  The  state  of  the  public  health  during  1940  was  good.  There  were  no 
major  epidemics. 

6.  The  n umbel  of  patients  treated  in  the  hospitals  was  28,559  as  compared 
with  28,122  for  the  previous  year,  and  the  number  of  attendances  at  dis¬ 
pensaries  and  out-patient  departments  of  the  hospitals  was  370,588.  In  1939 
the  comparable  number  was  344,897. 

The  birth  rate  for  1940  was  29.8  per  1,000  ;  that  for  1939,  36.0  per  1,000, 
and  the  death  rate  25.5  per  1,000  as  compared  with  28.0  per  1,000  for  1939. 

7.  The  number  of  cases  of  malignant  disease  admitted  to  the  public  hos¬ 
pitals  was  231.  The  distribution  of  these  malignant  tumours  was  as  follows. 
The  numbers  in  parenthesis  are  the  figures  for  1939  included  for  comparison.

Insect  Borne  Diseases 

8.  Malaria.  -The  total  number  of  patients  suffering  from  malaria  admitted 
to  the  hospitals  was  3,328,  an  increase  of  399  over  the  figure  for  the  previous 
year.  The  case  mortality  was  2.34  per  cent.

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  Colony  from  malaria  and  malarial 
cachexia,  2,178,  is  equivalent  to  a  death-rate  of  5.85  per  1,000  living.  The 
rate  for  1989  was  4.53  per  1,000. 

9.  Filar  lasts. — 36  cases  were  treated  in  hospital  in  1940. 


MISCELLANEOUS  COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

10.  Plague. — No  case  of  plague  occurred  during  the  year. 

11.  Smallpox. — There  has  been  no  indigenous  smallpox  since  1913.  On 
1st  March,  1940,  a  ship  arrived  with  three  cases  of  smallpox  on  board. 
Patients  and  contacts  were  quarantined  at  Flat  Island  and  the  usual  measures 
taken  with  regard  to  the  disinfection  of  the  cargo.  Between  1st  and  16th 
March  private  and  Government  practitioners  made  10,440  vaccinations  in 
addition  to  the  numbers  given  below  of  vaccinations  performed  by  public

The  proportion  of  children  vaccinated  by  Government  Vaccinators  to  live 
births  is  92.7  per  cent. 

With  reference  to  this  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  an  appreciable 
number  of  infants  are  vaccinated  by  private  practitioners  and  are  not 
included  in  the  above  mentioned  figures. 


12.  Enteric  Fever. — There  were  300  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  notified  in  the 
Colony  during  1940.  March  and  April  were  the  months  of  highest  incidence. 
The  monthly  incidence  is  shown  in  the  following  table.

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13.  Diphtheria. — 276  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  in  1940.  The 
disease  occurs  sporadically  ;  no  epidemic  outbreaks  have  been  recorded  for 
years.  It  is  generally  mild. 

DISEASES  AND  ACCIDENTS  ASSOCIATED  WITH  THE 

PUERPERAL  STATE 

14.  Though  a  number  of  non-communicable  conditions  are  included  in 
these  statistics  it  is  convenient  to  group  them  under  one  head  since  their 
significance  lies  in  revealing  certain  causes  of  maternal  and  infantile  mortality. 
122  deaths  were  registered  as  being  due  to  the  puerperal  state.  They  are

Fourteen  cases  of  puerperal  septicaemia,  of  which  five  proved  fatal,  were 
treated  in  hospital — a  case  mortality  of  85. 7  per  cent. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  (the  ratio  of  the  number  of  deaths  ascribed 
to  the  puerperal  state  to  the  total  number  of  births  including  still-births)  was 
9.24  per  1,000  in  1940  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  9.72  per  1,000  for  the 
previous  year. 

15.  Erysipelas. — 45  cases  were  notified,  compared  with  52  in  1989.  7 

deaths  were  registered. 

16.  Tuberculosis. — Out  of  the  10,878  deaths  of  1940,  260  were  due  to 
tuberculosis.  These  figures  shew  a  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  of  668.6  per 
million  living. 

17.  Leprosy. — The  report  on  the  work  of  the  Leprosy  Board  and  of  the  Leper 
Hospital  is  satisfactory. 

18.  Venereal  Diseases. — 462  cases  of  admission  for  syphilis  and  5  deaths 
from  this  disease  were  recorded  from  the.  hospitals  during  the  year.  266  cases 
of  gonorrhoea  were  treated,  and  258  cases  of  soft  chancre. 

HELMINTHIC  DISEASES 

19.  Ankylostomiasis . — 18,524  cases  of  hookworm  disease  were  treated  in 
the  hospitals  and  dispensaries,  and  the  number  of  deaths  in  hospitals  ascribed 
to  hookworm  disease  was  52.

III.— VITAL  STATISTICS 

23.  Actual  population  of  Mauritius  on  the  30th  June,  1940:  406,846. 

Area  in  square  miles  is  720  ;  and  the  density  of  population  per  square 
mile  is  565.06. 

24.  Marriages. — 2,424  marriages  were  celebrated  in  1940,  as  compared 
with  1,984  in  1939  ;  showing  an  increase  of  440.  This  is  equivalent  to  a 
marriage  rate  (number  of  persons  married  to  every  thousand  of  population) 
of  11.9  per  1,000,  against  9.8  per  1,000  in  1939. 

25.  Births. — The  total  number*  of  births  for  the  year  was  12,145  (males 

6,164  and  females  5,981.).  4,375  of  these  occurred  in  the  General  and  7,770 

in  the  Indian  population.  The  birth-rate  was  29.8  against  36.0  per  1,000 
in  1939. 

26.  Deaths. — During  the  year  1940  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  10,373 
(5,327  males  and  5,046  females)  ;  3,058  in  the  General  and  7,315  in  the 
Indian  population.  The  number  is  a  decrease  of  967  over  the  total  deaths 
of  1939. 

Hie  death-rate  for  the  Colony  was  25.5  compared  with  28.0  for  1939, 
and  with  27.92  per  1,000  for  the  quinquennial  period  preceding  1940.  The 
month  of  maximum  mortality  was  January,  whilst  in  1939  it  was  June. 

27.  The  following  table  exibits  the  causes  of  deaths  and  rates  classified 
according  to  the  “  Manual  of  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death  ”  adopted 
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by  the  Registrar  General  of  England  (based  on  the  Fourth  Decennial  Com  ¬ 
mission,  Paris,  1929).

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

28.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age  occurring  in  any  year  tor  every  thousand  live  births  regis¬ 
tered  during  the  year. 

The  infantile  rate  for  1940  was  162.0  per  1,000  as  compared  with  157.5  per 
1,000  for  1939. 


STILL-BIRTHS 

29.  A  still-birth  is  defined  by  the  Registrar  General  as  "  a  child  born  dead 
at  or  after  the  seventh  month  of  pregnancy." 

The  number  of  still-births  registered  during  1940  is  as  under :  —

It  is  equivalent  to  8.71  per  cent,  of  live  births  for  the  same  period,  as 
compared  with  8.7  per  cent,  for  1939. 

30.  Malaria. — Routine  work  was  continued  during  the  year. 

31.  Plague. — No  case  of  plague  occurred  during  the  vear. 

HELMINTHIC  DISEASES 

32.  Ankylostomiasis . — Routine  mass  treatments  for  this  condition  are  still 
necessary,  because  in  rural  areas  the  people  have  not  yet  acquired  the  habit 
of  using  the  latrines  with  which  their  premises  are  provided. 

33.  Schistosomiasis. — From  the  public  health  view  point  there  is  no  change 
in  the  position  regarding  this  infection.  No  work  has  been  possible  on  it 
during  1940. 
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OTHER  COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

34.  Other  communicable  diseases  do  not  occur  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
make  them  a  public  health  problem.  Of  the  other  communicable  diseases 
which  occur  from  time  to  time  enteric  fever  and  the  dysenteries  are  the  most 
common,  and  outbreaks  of  bacillary  dysentery  occur  from  time  to  time. 
These  have  the  general  characteristics  of  water-borne  outbreaks.  Leprosy 
is  not  on  the  increase. 

GENERAL  MEASURES  OF  SANITATION 

35.  Since  the  handing  over  of  the  scavenging  service  to  the  Municipality 
in  1940  all  the  local  Boards  are  now  responsible  for  the  cleansing  services  in 
their  various  zones. 

The  Government  still  controls  the  scavenging  service  in  the  rural  districts. 

36.  Water  Supplies. — There  is  no  change  to  record  in  the  water  supplies 
of  the  Colony  during  the  year. 

CONTROL  OF  BUILDING 

37.  Under  Ordinance  38  of  1926  applications  for  permits  to  build  houses 
for  human  habitation  are  submitted  to  the  Medical  and  Health  Department 
by  the  Building  Authorities  before  adjudication. 

I  he  numbers  of  such  applications  reported  upon  by  officers  of  the  Depart  ¬

38.  Labour  Conditions. — The  general  health  of  the  labouring  classes  was 
about  the  average  if  one  may  judge  from  the  returns  of  vital  statistics.  Cases 
of  severe  malnutrition  are  extremely  rare. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  IN  RELATION  TO  HEALTH  AND  DISEASE 

39.  There  are  six  public  and  four  private  abattoirs  in  the  Colony.  The 
public  abattoirs  administered  by  the  Municipality  of  Port  Louis,  the  Boards 
of  Beau  Bassin,  Rose  Hill,  and  Curepipe,  are  each  controlled  by  a  veterinary 
officer. 

The  other  abattoirs  are  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the  sanitary 
staff. 

It  may  be  said  that  on  the  whole,  the  foodstuffs  marketed  are  wholesome 
and  of  good  quality.  The  only  condition  found  with  any  frequency  in 
the  meat  trade  is  tuberculosis  Cestode  infection  is  practically  non-existent 
among  cattle  and  it  is  very  rare  in  human  beings. 

I  he  only  exception  to  this  general  rule  is  milk  which  is  seldom  retailed  in 
its  natural  state.  In  spite  of  the  control  which  is  exercised  and  the  hea\y 
penalties  inflicted  upon  offenders,  sophistication  is  rife  and  appears  to  be 
ineradicable, 
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PORT  HEALTH  WORK  AND  ADMINISTRATION

44.  The  Leprosy  Board  consists  of:

The  Board  met  once  during  the  year  and  examined  two  patients  who  were 
recommended  for  admission  to  the  Leper  Hospital. 

HOSPITAL 


45.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  in  the 
hospitals  of  the  Colony:  28,559  against  28,122  for  the  previous  year.  The 
number  of  confinements  conducted  in  hospitals  was  1,064  against  1,252  for 
1939. 

The  number  of  estate  hospitals  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  40. 

46.  The  professional  work  of  the  hospitals  is  summarised  in  the  table  on 
on  page  11.  In  the  rural  districts  the  principal  causes  of  admission  to  hospitals 
are  malaria,  ankylostomiasis  and  respiratory  diseases.  It  will  be  noted  from 
these  returns  that  pneumonia  and  malaria  are  noteworthy  cause?  of  death  in 
hospital. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  THE 


DISPENSARY  RETURNS 

47.  The  dispensaries  and  the  hospital  out-patient  departments  were 
consulted  by  male  patients  190,318  times  and  by  female  patients  180,275  times; 
total  870,588. 

The  number  of  new  cases  amounted  during  the  year  to  255,295.  In  1939 
234,717  were  recorded. 

The  statistics  of  the  number  of  new  cases  seen  at  hospital  out-patient 
departments  and  at  dispensaries  are  not  accurate  owing  to  the  difficulty  fre¬ 
quently  experienced  in  deciding  whether  a  case  should  be  registered  as  a  new 
case  or  as  a  reappearance.  The  most  reliable  figures  are  those  of  attendances. 

PRISON  HYGIENE 

48.  The  general  hygiene  in  the  prisons  has  been  maintained  at  its  usual 
satisfactory  standard. 

General 

49.  River  Reserves  Board. — Though  there  was  no  need  to  call  a  meeting 
of  the  River  Reserves  Board,  159  applications  requiring  the  consideration  of 
the  Board  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Rodrigues. — The  health  of  Rodrigues  has  been  good. 

Agalega. — The  Senior  Pathologist  visited  Agalega  and  submitted  a  report 
on  the  health  conditions  of  the  Dependency.  He  was  absent  on  this  mission 
from  8th  July  to  22nd  August,  1940. 

Mission  to  India. —  I  he  Director,  Medical  and  Health  Department,  in  his 
capacity  of  Food  Controller,  visited  India  and  Burma  on  special  mission 
between  28th  March  and  3rd  May,  1940. 

Refugee  Detainees . — Medical  arrangements  in  connection  with  the  recep¬ 
tion  of  a  number  of  European  detainees  were  made  by  the  Department. 

Acknowledgements . — The  duties  of  the  Food  Control  and  the  Supplies 
Control  Department  have  virtually  occupied  all  my  available  time  to  the 
exclusion  of  other  matters.  The  Medical  and  Health  Department  has  been 
administered  during  the  year  by  Dr.  A.  C.  d’Arifat,  the  Deputy  Director,  to 
whom  I  am  grateful  for  having  assumed  practically  the  whole  of  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  Department  during  the  period  under  review.  To  him  and  to 
the  rest  of  the  staff  my  thanks  are  due  for  the  additional  work  they  have 
carried  out  during  a  strenuous  year.
